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Submarine Warfare 
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Against Merchant Ships 


_ Will 


Washington.—The five great naval 
powers of the world have decreed as 
between themselves, abolishment of 
submarine warfare against merchant 
ships. To purge the seas forever of 
this hidden menace to peaceful folk 
and ships, the world is asked to sub- 
seribe to the decree of a new prin- 
ciple of international law. 

As adopted by the naval committee 
of the arms conference, the resolution 
proposed by Elihu Root, and amended 
by Arthur J. Balfour, to become im- 
mediately effective between the five 
signatory powers, runs 
follows: 

“Ope—The signatory powers desir- 
Ing to make more effective the rules 
adopted by civilized nations for the 
protection of the lives of neutrals 
and non-combatants at sea in time of 
warfare declare that among these 
rules the following are to be deemed 
an established part of international 
law: 

“1—A merchant vessel must be 
ordered to submit to visit and search 
to determine character before it can 
be seized. 

“2 -A merchant vessel must not be 
attacked unless it refused to submit 
to visit and search after warning, or 
to proceed as directed after seizure. 

“A merchant vessel must not be 
destroyed unless the crew and_ pas- 
sengers have been first placed in 
safety. 

“Two—Belligerent submarines are 
not under any circumstances exempt 
from the universal rules above stated 
and if a submarine cannot capture a 
merchant vessel in conformity with 
these rules, the existing law of na- 
tions requires it to desist from at- 
tack and from seizure and the per. 
mitting of the merchant vessels to 
proceed unmolested, 

“The signatory powers invite all 
other civilized powers to express 
their assent to the foregoing state- 
ment of established law so that there 
may be a clear public understanding 
throughout the world of the stand- 
ards of conduct by which the pub-

Text Of Provisions 


Of Alternative Scheme 
Advanced By De Valera 


Dublin.—Following is the text of 
the most important provisions of Mr. 
De Valera’s alternative proposal: 

Status of [reland—That the legisla- 
tive executive and judicial authority 
of Ireland shall) be derived solely from 
the people of Ireland, 

Terms of Association—That for the 
purpose of common concern Ireland 
shall be associated with the states of 
the British Commonwealth, namely, 
the Kingdom of Great Britain, the 
Dominion of Canada, the Common- 
wealth of Australia, the Dominion of 
New Zealand and the Union of South 
Africa. 

That when acting as an associate, 
the rights, status and privileges of 
Ireland shall in no respect be less 
than those enjoyed by any other com- 
ponent state of the British Common- 
wealth; that the matters of common 
concern shall include defense, peace, 
war, political treaties and all matters 
now treated as of common concern 
among the states of the British com- 
monwealth and that in these matters 
there shall be between Ireland and 
the states of. the British common- 
wealth such concerted action founded 
on consultation as the several gov- 
ernments may determine.

Winnipeg.—Joint action by Mant- 
toba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, to 
bring about substantial reductions in 
freight rates, a reduction tn the tariff, 
transfer of natural resources to com 
trol the western provinces and tho 
adoption of similar immigration poll- 
cles was approved by representatives 
of the prairie provmces in conference 
here. Those present at the confer- 
ence included Premier Norris, of 
Manitoba; Premier Gaeenfield, of Al- 
berta; Hon, J. H. Brownlee, Alberta; 
Hon, C. A. Dunning, Saskatchewan, 
and members of the Manitoba cabinet, 

The deliberations of the confer- 
ence, according to the official stato- 
ment, were in the nature of an ex- 
change of views or matters of mu- 
tual interest to the three provinces 
and the trend of the discussions 
had in view the improvement of con- 
ditions of these provinces, particular- 
ly from an agricultural standpoint. 

In view of the fact that the ac- 
tions advocated will require to be 
considered and dealt with by each 
of the legislatures shortly to  con- 
vene no definite decisions were ar- 


| rived at pending aetion by the respec- 


tive provincial parliaments. 

There was general agreement on the 
main principles of the subjects dis- 
cussed, the statement continues, more 
particularly that every effort should 
be exerted to bring about substantial 
reductions in the freight rates, a re- 
duction in the tariff and transfer of 
the natural resources to the western 
provinces. 

The sentiment of the conferenco

From Pacific Port Reaching

The movement of the first big ship- 
ment of Canadian wheat to Europe by 
way of the Pacific was watched with 
considerable interest, and attention 
from many quartera was directed to 
its reception at the English port. 
‘There was general apprehension that 
the grain would suffer passing through 
the tropical region of the Panama 
vone, but, when unloaded in Wngland, 
grain experts stated that grain had 
never been received there in better 
condition. Pacific coast exporters 
breathed easily and saw a wonderful 
future opened up for the Pacific coast 
in sharing with the east the business 
of carrying the grain product of the 

_ west to Europe. Other shipments 
followed immediately upon the first, 
and by the end of the season sixteen 
thousand tons of grain, mostly wheat, 
had left Vancouver for Europe via the 
Panama Canal. 

This year shipments from the Pacl- 
fic coast to Europe began just as soon 
as the movement of the threshed 
crops from the prairies got under way 
and the export business has been busy 
wince that time. Grain dealers at the 
coast estimate that during the pres- 
ent season, approximately ten times 
as much grain will pass through Van- 
couver for Burope as left last season. 

’ This will amount, according to esth 
mate, to at least 160,000 tons. There 
will be, it {8 considered, about forty 
cargoes. i 

Another departure in the export of 
grain this year has been the shipment 
of sacked wheat from Vancouver to 
Japan. Hitherto Japan has been 
contented with the softer grains of 
the United States, but that the Cana- 
dian product is now held in high favor 
is evidenced in the extensive demand, 
November consignments to the Orient 
from the Pacifie coast port totalling 
seven thousand tons.

The heavy in- 
creases in annual production which 
will probably continue in greater pro- 
portion in the future, will tax the 
eastern ports of outlet to a yet great- 
er extent and the success of Vancou- 
ver shipments will considerably aug- 
ment the importance of the British 
Columbia port.

For Dimensions 
Holland’s Unique Industry 


Country Has Market for Seaweed Har- 
vested Every Year 

That every year there is a harvest 
of seaweed is a fact which is not gen- 
erally known. 

This industry is carried on in Hol- 
land. The seaweed Is mown with 
scythes, when the tops almost reach 
the surface of the waterf. The har- 
vesters, clothed in watertight gar- 
ments reaching to the ehoulders, work 
when the tide ts low. 

When this industry began, only one 
scythe was used at a time, but now 
several are fixed to a line which the 
workers draw to and fro in a saw-llke 
manner above the base of the weed. 

After the weed has been cut it is 
spread out in order that it may be 
withered by the sun. When ft be- 
comes black it is soaked in water. 
The fresher the water the blacker the 
seaweed turns, and the blacker the 
weed, the higher becomes its value. 

After being soaked for a few days, 
the product is spread out in the flelds 
to dry, and when thoroughly crisp it 
is made up tnto bales weighing about 
one hundred pounds each. It is then 
ready for the market. 

Seaweed has lately been found to 
produce gelatine of a very high qual- 
ity. 


A Treasured Tree 


Oranges Continuously For 
Eight Years 

An orange tree that has borne fruit 
continuously for eight years is the 
treasured possession of some horti- 
culturists in Florida. 

The tree, which ts guarded day and 
night, shows no signs of ceasing in 
its phenomenal production of fruit. 

At first it was thought to be an 
{solated freak of Nature, but it is now 
the opinion of experts that {ft repre- 
sents a new species, and experiments 
are being carried out with a view to 
establishing large groves of such 
trees.
